sum due to America how much fur. 
ther will foreign countries be able 
to stand this annual burden. Will 
their exports so far exceed thelr 
imports: that they can continue to 
accept by continuous fresh borrow: 
ing the transfer of the sum neces 
sary for interest and sinking funds? 
The American investor is an intelli. 
gent: individual; and.can be relied 
upon to discriminate, yet in, the 
first instance such discrimination 
‘surely. is the province of the banker 
who buys goods, rather than of the 
investor to whom he'sells.them.
